were too high. 


True, the Belleville McFarlands represented by Coach 
Gordie Bell and manager Keith MacDonald also left the 
meeting for the same reason but thelr’s was a legitim.

The fact that the Dunlops’ directorate and sponsors 
withdrew their operations, was not due so much to the 
“high cost of transportation” as to the fact the Dunlops 
had operated at a heavy deficit last season, and they were 
left, se to wpeak, “holding the financia] bag.” 


Likeable Sandy Air, former member of the Dunlops, and 
well known to Belleville hockey fans, confirmed this. “The 
stories that the Dunnies were playing to packed houses at 
home, were definitely not true,” he said. 


zd “The Dunlops played to an average home attendance . 
of 800 fans last scason,” Sandy said. 


“The actual reason the directorate withdrew lis sup- 
port was the fact the deficit (the amount was not made 
public) was hanging over their heads. They would take © 
care of it, but they were cautious about taking on new 
responsibilities,” Air said. 


“I have talked with some of the former directors and 
_ they assured me they would help the new hockey effort 
in any way except financially. I believe the people of 
Whitby want hockey,. and would support it under the 
Proposed new management.” 


Air is a quiet, sincere type of chap. He, with seven of 
his. former Dunlop team-mates definitely want to enter a 
club in the proposed eastern section-of the new senior league.
